By the re-
cent census, the population now amounts to
81,059 —an lacrease glnce 1800 of 23,5M, or 5450
per ceunl.

MUBSICAL AND DRAMATIC.

Openlaog Night nt the Chesnnt.

Mr. E. L. Davenport was grected by a well-
tilled house last night, on the oceasion of his
assuming tife active management of the Ches-
nut Street Theatre, and in the general excel-
lence of the performance, as well as in a brief
speech delivered bLefore the curlain, he gave
assurance that every effort will be made during
the balauce of the season to present a series of
sntertainments that will merit the cordial sup-
port of tha public. The play last night was As
You [Like It, one of Shakespeare’s most
happlly titled performances, and one of the
freshest amd most graceful emnanations of his
fancy. The gcene islald anywhere or nowhere,
for the Foreat of Arden is a delightful no-man's-
land, where the most improbable things are
done in the most probable manuer; and the
plav, if it defies logie and rules, is redolent
of the moat graceful poetry, the brightest wit,
and the most genial hamor. There is no plot
worth speaking of, but there iz n rich contrast
of character, and if the poet has ethereallzed
human natare, he has not forgotten that hu-
manity in dream land must be essentially
human sti!l. It is astonlshing how bright and
{resh the hemor of this comedy is to-day, not
merely to the closet admirer and student
of S8halespeare, but to the average
playzoer whose knowledge of the ‘‘divine Wil-
liama" is limited to what he sees before the foot-
lights. To judge from the hearty laughter and
applause that greeted the performance last
evening, As You Like It has as much entertain-
ment in it for a modern American andience as
it had three hundred years ago for the assembly
that witnessed its first production at the Globe
Theatre, London, under the personal supervision
of the popular author and managaer Willlam

Shakespeare. The texture of As You Like It is
so fine that it would seem to
be easantial for am  even moderately

satisfactory representation that the different
characters should be esustained by actors of
semething more than average excellence. The
cast at the Chesnut last night, however, was not
a very sirong one, and yet the performance
passed off amoothly and with much better effect
than many a play has done with a more preten-
tious array of talent. Evidences of good man-
agement were everywhere apparent, and as the
success of s theatrical company depends quite
as much upon all hands pulling together ns it
does upon the talent of Individual members, we
take the performance of last evening us a happy
sugury for the [utore of the Chesnut ander its
predsn: munagement,

The part of “Rosalind” was snstalned by Mra.
Scoit-niddovs, who appeared to very much bet-
ter advantage Lhan she did at the Academy of
Muaic last season. This“lady has Ilmproved
during the past year, but she is still far from
being a thoroughly good actress, Sibe will per-
slst in singing when she ought to talk, and she
frequently runs her words together lu such a
mapner as to be perfectly unintelligible. These
are such palpable faults, and they interfere so
decldedly with the success of Mra. Biddons' per-

formances, that it is a great pliy she
does not make &n effort to re-
form them  altogether. Mre. Siddons,

bowever, has so many pereonal attractions: her
eyes are 8o very black and lustrous, her actions
80 graceful, and her volee s0 musleal that she
would still e attractive if she were a much
worse actréss than she really i&. Making allow-
ance for all its deficlencies, her *‘Rosallnd” last
evening was a very charming performance,
Bhe realized admirably all the brightnese, the
freshness, and the graceful huwmor ot the clisr-
acler, and if as an artlstic conception her
“‘Rosalind” fell below that of some other artists,
it was marked by qualities of its own that ren-
dered it in the highest degree ncceptable to the
audience,

Ol the pemsovation of the melancholy
“Jacques” of Mr. E. L. Davenport we have
nothing but pralse to utter. No actor on the
stage equals this gentleman in ability to Inter-
pret the flner elements of Bhakespeare's poetry,
and his delivery of “'All the world's a stage,”
last evening, was Itself a rare treat. Mr.

Charles R. Thorne, as ‘‘Orlando,” made a very
favorable impression, altbough be was laboring
under a severe cold, which interfered to u great
extent with the success of his impersopation.
Hle has a broad, free siyls that in many paris
ought W by very effective, aud we anticipate

that he wil? prove a valpable member of the
company, Miss Lily Vinlng Davenport per-
sonated “Cela” creditably, especially in the
early scenes of the play. Towards the lasi,
however, she rather lacked anlmation. To
a very large part of the asudience the hero of
the occasion was Mr. James Macs, who repre-
eontod “‘Charles,” the wrostler, Mr. Maco iac a
splendid physique, and he Is entitled to the
credit of filling the minor rofe assigaed him in
an emineéntly satisfactory manner. O his elo-
cution we cannol gpeak in very elaborate terms
of commendation, but he managed the wreostling
mateh remarkably woll, and allowed Mr. Charles
Thorne to give him a tumble that looked very
muck hike the genulne article. The representa-
tives of the other parts did not sufMciently rise
nbove or fall below mediocrity to require ex-
tended comment. We canuol avold, however,
recommending to Mr. George Melkiff, who
personated the ‘‘Banished Duke,” to mend his
eloention and pronunciation, and we feel con-
stralned to inform Mr. Julius Constant, who
nssumed the part of the conrtier “Le Beau.” that
he made a fearful mess of it.

At the conclusion of the performance Mr,
Davenport was called before the ourtain, and he
made a brief epeech, in which he alluded to the
difficulties attending lLis assumption of the
manngement of a theatre in the middle of a
season, his trouble in collecting a competent
company and his prospects for sauccess. The
modt noteworthy feature of his speceh, how-
ever, was the stralghtforward and manly pro-
made against lmmoral perform-
ances. Ie sald that be wished it dlstinctly to be

undersiood that no Immoril dramas
will be produced ot the Chesout while
it is under his management, and he charac-

terized many of the performances that have
oceuplied the stage of late yenrs as disgraceful
to the mavagers who produced them, to the
actors who performed them, and to the publie
who patronized them. They were insalting to
art and deceney, and he would rather lose a for-
tune than win one by such means. These words
bave the right ring about them, and Mr. Daven-
port has always stood so high, nol ouly as un
actor but as a gentlemnan, that we have o right
to believe he means exactly what he says. If
he conducts the Chesnut on the principle he has
laid down he will deserve the heartiest support
from the public, and he will do wuch to reform
many of the abuses of the stage and to cultivate
a genulne appreciation of the best forms of dra-
muatic arl.
